Tuberculosis 
Of Childhood 
Is Different 


A n t i-Tuberculosis Society 
Explains Difference Be­ 
tween Adult Type 


TWO TESTS NEEDED 
TO SHOW DISEASE 


7’1'iat lubf-rculasis among children 
and adults is of a different type, is 
disclosed by officials of 
the 
I»aw- 
rencc Coiintv Anti-Tuberculosis So­ 
ciety. 
Some cornmon questions relative 
to childhood tulxTculosis which ex­ 
plains the diflerence, are answered 
by oificers of the local society, 
as 
follows! 
W hat is childhood tubtu'culosis? 
Childhood type tuberculasis also 
railed primary pulmonary tubercu­ 
losis, designates the early lesions of 
ilic lung.s and 
associated 
lymph 
nodes that result from a first in- 
lection of the pulmonary tissue with 
tubercule bacilli. Tlie primary le­ 
sions tend 
to heal 
and 
calcuiy. 
They may then be seen as charac­ 
teristic shadows on the X-ray fiims, 
although some are so small as to esr- 
( ape detection. 
Affects Glands 
How is it dilferent from adult type 
oi tuberculosis? 
The childhood type differs in two 
major 
respects; 
it 
affects 
the 
glands, and does not produce the 
symptoms of illness which generally 
accompanies the 
adult 
type. The 
latter IS a de.stnictive disease of the 
lung tissue. 
At what age do children get child­ 
hood tuberculosis? 
At any age. 
Adults may also get 
this first infection type of the dis­ 
ease. 
Who are most a{X' to get it? 
Those who are in contact with 
adults who have active tuberculosis 
and are discharging bacelll from the 
mouth, or they may receive the in- 


fection through milk from tubercu­ 
lous cattle, coughing or sneezing in­ 
to the face of a child, careless spit­ 
ting, or through contaminated play­ 
things and kissing, 
are the 
most 
common means of transferring the 
germs from one person to another. 
What are the symptoms? 
The symptoms are generally ab­ 
sent. In fact overweight children 
have been found with the childhood 
type of tuberculosis. Fatigue, ner­ 
vousness, loss of weight, cough and 
a slight elevation of the tempera­ 
ture in the afternoon, may be pres­ 
ent. 
Tests Show Disease 
How 
can we tell if a child has 
childhood tuberculosis? 
By the tuberculin test and X-ray 
examination. 
What is a tuberculin test? 
It is a skin test, in which a small 
amount of tuberculin is injected in 
the forearm between the layers of 
skin. It contains the products of 
the tubercle bacillus 
but 
no 
live 
germs. 
What does it .show? 
If the skin becomes red after 48 
hours, it means that the test is pos­ 
itive. and indicates the presence (at 
some time) of the tubercle bacillus 
in the body. If negative, it shows 
the absence of the bacillus in the 
body. This does not mean th a t the 
child would not react if it got the 
genns into its body later on. 
What is the treatm ent for child­ 
hood tuberculosis? 
The treatment of childhood tuber- 
, culosis depends upon the physician. 
The extent of involment of tissue, 
the child’s general physical condi­ 
tion, the presence of an open (ex- 


I pectorating) case of tuberculosis in 
I the home, and the economic condi- 
jtion of the family are determining 
' factors. In general, prevention of 
further intake of germs (this neces- 
I sitates finding the open case or in­ 
fected milk supply from whence the 
infection came), rest, diet, control 
(Of exercise, and general hygiene are 
jthe 
basic 
features 
in treatment. 
I Preventorium care may be necessary 


I to provide this treatment when con- 


i ditions at home or at school cannot 
be adjusted.
